Bala- Cynwyd Does Not 
JVanl Narberth to Have It 

Some of the active members of 
the Union Fire Association of Bala- 
Cynwyd are raising a considerable 
fuss over the fact that South Mer- 
ion is in a fair way of being ceded 
to the Narberth Company. 

The assignment of this territory 
has been a hot question for some 
time. Narberth has been covering 
it for many years, but Bala-Cynwyd 
seems to feel that it belongs to them. 
Hence the howl. 

The history of the argument 
seems to go hack some years. An 
agreement was once made between 
Narberth and Bala-Cynwyd by 
which Narberth was to take the 
south side of Merion. But not so 
long ago Bala-Cynwyd invested in 
a quantity of new apparatus, which, 
as one might guess, costs money. 

The financial secretary got busy 
and increased the paid membership 
to a high point, but still there was 
not enough money. So Bala-Cyn- 
wyd went after the Merion residents 
for help. 

The north side of Merion is in 
the I'nion Company's territory, and 
their efforts in that section ar- 
roused no ire in Narberth, but then 
they went into South Merion. The 
residents of that section were in- 
formed that they were to look to 
the twin cities for protection, and 
that contributions would be grate- 
fully received. 

But last year Narberth needed 
new apparatus and a new-high-pow- 
er pumping engine was jHjrchased, 
the purpose of which, among other 
things, was to protect South Merion. 
And there the trouble started, for 
when the residents of that district 
were approached they stated that 
Baya-Cynwyd had worked the field. 

That situation put spurs on the 
local company, who had for a long 
while been trying to have the terri- 
tories straightened out. Last, year 
Narberth went before the Township 
Commissioners, at the behest of the 
Underwriters, to ask that the terri- 
tory we were to cover be definitely 
stated. A district map was pre- 
pared for the whole Main Line sec- 
tion by the Philadelphia and Subur- 
ban Underwriters. 

When that map was shown, it 
was agreed to by every company but 
Bala-Cynwyd, who seemed to be of 
the opinion that they had not re- 
ceived a square deal. So some 
changes were made. Again every- 
one agreed but the Union Company. 
The township authorities promised 
to straighten the tangle out, but so 
far the matter is unsolved. 

Narberth 's attitude in the ques- 
tion, according to members of the 
fire company, is simply a desire to 
make the local organization of gen- 
eral benefit. 1 ne township desires 
and needs the help of the borough 
company. It is simply up to them 
to state the territory. 

I f the township should fail to 
reach an agreement Narberth's next 
step would undoubtedly be to with- 
draw the support of the company 
from all territory outside the bor-

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WHEN YOU CALL THE DOCTOR 

It sounds as though it should be 
most simple, doesn't it, to go to the 
phone and summon the doctor? 
Many a child can do it, after a fash- 
ion, but few people use any great 
degree of care in performing this 
trivial act. 

First of all, the time of day to 
make known to the physician that 
he is needed. If it is found in the 
morning that some member of the 
household is ill it is most acceptable 
to the majority of general practi- 
tioners to be called between 8 and 
9 A. M. This enables the doctor 
to prepare his lists in a systematic 
fashion and arrange his visits for 
the morning so as to expedite his 
work and consequently give better 
service to his patients. If, hoping 
vainly that the patient will get bet- 
ter of his own accord, the call is 
postponed until the doctor has got- 
ten away on his rounds, it may 
happen that he will visit that very 
locality, and, unaware of the later 
call, be unable to return there that 
day or be caused a reduplication of 
effort. And don't be of the class 
who waits until night before send- 
ing — they gamble on the sick per- 
son's recovering during the day. If 
this doesn't happen they pay double 
for a night visit. Doubles or quits ! 
But the doctor would far rather get 
his regular fee and his night's 
sleep. 

The practice of calling the doctor 
up at what you fancy to be his meal 
time is a discourteous and unpleas- 
ant thing to do. Better to call a 
little early and leave a message for 
him to call you at his convenience. 
He doesn't enjoy indigestion any 
more than his patients do. 

Emergency calls, of course, take 
preference over everything else. 
Poisoning, injuries, heart attacks 
and such are given the right of way. 
When such need arises, be sure you 
make clear to the doctor the loca- 
tion of the premises where the 
patient is and the name of the dwell- 
er therein. It doesn't do any harm 
to add the telephone number if time 
permits. Next in importance, tell 
the physician what the trouble is. 
He doesn't want the medical diag- 
nosis, but he will bring a stomach 
tube of emetic if Johnny has eaten 
toad stools and he will be more apt 
to supply a splint and bandages if 
Ethel has fallen from the porch 
roof and hurt her arm. He may 
always carry a blood pressure ap- 
paratus, but he will be much more 
certain to have it along if he knows 
the old person has suddenly become 
stuporous and cannot move the arm 
and leg on one side. 

Don't try to give tne whole his- 
tory of the affair over the phone 
if the doctor is going to the house 
shortly, just the things that appear 
to you as essential for him to know 
in order that he may bring to the 
patient's house the things he judges 
needful in that case.

the Montgomery county Court- 
house, through some one's mistake 
much of the effort towards improv- 
ing the acoustic properties in the big 
trial rooms was useless.

Such was the information which 
Judge Miller, in Courtroom No.

The Judge stated that some years 
back, under the advice of an ex- 
pert, the county officials had false 
panels of wool and muslin placed 
in the recesses along the sides of the 
rooms, the same requiring water in- 
stead of oil colors so as not to close 
the pores of the false panels. An 
improvement was noted, but the ef- 
fort and expense then entailed have 
been destroyed by the later painters 
and decorators who applied oil 
colors.

School Property Is Revealed In Town- 
ship Thru List Compiled by 
School Board. 

Property valued at over $6,- 
373,000 pays no taxes in Lower 
Menon township. This is the con- 
servative estimate of the value of 
the property of large numbers of 
schools situated in the township, 
which under law are exempt from 
taxation. 

An interesting list of the 
schools and their worth has been 
compiled by Secretary William J. 
Byrnes, Jr., of the Board of Edu- 
cation, who plans to present the 
list to the tax revision commission 
of Pennsylvania. 

Another fact revealed by the list 
is the large number of special edu- 
cational institutions within the 
township. Because of the marked 
beauty of many suburban towns 
in Lower Merion, and the pleasant 
surroundings, numerous large ed- 
ucational institutions have located 
Here. 

The largest single item on the 
list is Bryn Mawr College, with 
a "valuation" of $1,000,000. These 
valuations, in keeping with the 
general practice in making assess- 
ments, are very much below real 
values, and are sometimes as low 
as 33 1-3 per cent, of the actual 
"forced sale" value of the prop- 
erty. 

The Sisters of .Mercy Convent 
and School at Merion" and the 
Seminary of St. Charles Borro- 
meo, at Overbrook, are each val- 
ued at $350,000. The "Barnes 
Foundation," of modern art, estab- 
lished at Merion during the past 
year or so, is fixed at $300,000. 

Other big items are the Haver- 
ford School, $200,000; Lower Mer- 
ion High School, $200,000; Low- 
er Merion Junior High School, 
$250,000; the Baldwin School, 
Bryn Mawr, $200,000; the Epis- 
copal Academy, Overbrook, $150,- 
000; the Academy of the Sacred 
Heart, Overbrook. $150,000, and 
property of the Counties' Gas &| 
Electric Co. in the township, 
$150,000.

After Increase In Salary — Request 
Patrons to Write Senators and 

Congressmen. 
Local post office employees with 
mail carriers throughout the nation, 
have enlisted in the campaign in an 
endeavor to have the bill providing 
for an increase in salary enacted into 
law. 

With Congress convening on De- 
cember i, postmen realize the need 
of securing the support of Senators 
and Representatives if the law is to 
be passed. Every post office em- 
ployee is being urged to write to 
their Representatives requesting 
them to vote for the bill. 

This bill, at the last session of 
Congress, was approved by the 
Senate with only three dissenting 
votes and the House of Representa- 
tives, but the President vetoed it and 
returned it to the Senate with his 
objections. The bill is now the un- 
finished business of the Senate and 
will probably be taken up when the 
Senate reconvenes. 

Postal employees are also urged 
to enlist the aid of professional and 
business men and organizations of 
all characters to lend their co-opera- 
tion in the matter. 

Local employees are requesting 
residents to write Senator George 
Wharton Pepper and David Reed 
and Congressman Henry W. Wat- 
son urging them to support the bill 
when it comes up for re-enactment 
over the President's veto. 

During a period of six months of 
the past year, postal wages were 
considered by Congress, after 
long, drawn-out joint committee 
meetings in conference and on the 
floor of both chambers of Congress. 
As a result Congress by an almost 
unanimous vote approved a postal 
pay increase. This bill, held up by 
the President's veto, awaits the fur- 
ther consideration of Congress when 
it convenes on December i. 
Early Christmas Mailing. 
The local post office is taking 
part in the unprecedented efforts 
that will be made during the next 
few weeks to persuade everyone 
to "mail early for Christmas." The 
campaign was opened by Post- 
master General New when he 
went on the air Monday evening 
from a Washington radio station ■. 
co broadcast an appeal the postal 
workers be permitted to have their 
day at home Christmas Day by 
every one posting their gifts, cards 
and letters so as to permit delivery 
before the holiday. 

Twenty-three broadcasting sta- 
tions will be utilized by post mas- 
ters in sending forth a similar ap- 
peal. Eight thousand motion pic- 
ture theatres, twenty thousand 
newspapers and thousands of con- 
spicuously placed posters are oth- 
er mediums through which the 
campaign will be waged.

DEER SEASON 

Opened Monday — Thousands of Hun- 
ters Out for This Game and Elk 

Which May Again Be Hunted. 
With the opening of the big 
game season Monday throughout 
the State, thousands of hunters are 
stalking deer and elk which can be 
shot in all counties except Berks 
and Susquehanna until December 
hi. 

This is the second season with- 
in ")<i years that elk may be shot 
southeast of the Rocky Moun- 
tains. Bears and rabbits also will 
remain in season until December 
J."). The season closed on all squir- 
rel, except red : quail, ringneck 
pheasants, ruffed grouse and wild 
turkey. 

Elk herds have increased' ma- 
terially since last year, when they 
were first allowed to be hunted 
and when 2.'5 bulls were shot. 
They are found in the northern, 
western and central parts of the 
State. 

In the 102.1 season. G450 bucks 
were killed and it is believed a 
greater number will be shot this 
year. So far about 20(1 bears have 
been killed and within the next 
few davs this number is expected 
to reach 500 or (500.

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PENNSY TO ELECTRIFY 



Its Chief Divisions — Huge Plan Calls 

for Electrification of Schuylkill 
Branch. 

Plans lor electrification of the 
principal divisions of the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad have been com- 
pleted, company officials said this 
week, and the work will be start- 
ed as soon as business conditions 
develop to a point where the fin- 
ancing of the giant project can 
be properly handled. This includes 
electrification of the Schuylkill 
division to Xorristown, at least. 

It is probable that with the be- 
ginning of the work on the pro- 
posed new terminal on the west 
bank of the Schuylkill River the 
railroad will institute the neces- 
sary preparations for the electrifi- 
cation of its lines between New 
York and Washington and across 
the Allegheny Mountains. 

The first step on the New York 
and Maryland divisions will be the 
use of electricity between Phila- 
delphia and Wilmington, to be 
rapidly followed by transforma- 
tion of the line between Xew York 
and Bristol. The zone between the 
Broad street station and North 
Philadelphia is already electrified, 
and will serve as a connecting link. 

The third unit is the section be- 
tween Wilmington and Baltimore, 
from which point it will take gnly 
a few months to complete the line 
into Washington. 

Experiments are now under 
way on a stretch of rail between 
Conemaugh and Altoona, which 
was recently electrified, and rail- 
road officials say these have 
shown that one large electric lo 
comotive will be able to pull a 
train over the Allegheny Muun 
tains at far less cost than that in 
volved in the operation of two 
steam locomotives. 

Although it is admitted that at 
first the electric engine will imt be 
as speedy in actual operation as 
the steam locomotive, neverthe 
less, time will be saved in making 
starts and stops.

AMERICAN RED CROSS 

ANNUAL REPORT 
MAIN LINE BRANCH NO. 1 
1923 — 1924 

A study of the year now clos- 
ing, the 8th in continuous service 
of the Main Line Branch, No. 1, 
American Red Cross, finds the 
anti-war and peace activities 
greatly increased. The work of the 
committees still "carrying on," 
shows that there is always more 
and more to be done in assistance 
and instruction in our community. 

The Roll Cal in November of 
last year returned 5(>39 members, 
an increase over the previous 
year. 

The Junior Red Cross has 
memberships in nine schools with 
an enrollment of 1(570 children. 

The Junior members have been 
active through the year in supply- 
ing Thanksgiving dinners to 
needy families, toys and filled 
stockings to children at Christmas 
and in supplying comforts for ex- 
service men and their families. 

Christmas seals were sold 
through the schools, and a sub- 
stantial amount returned. 

The boys in one school made 
three measuring boards, used to 
measure the babies in the Child 
Welfare Clinics, and so saved 
that department the expense of 
pruchasing this necessary appara- 
tus. 

The Committee on Public 
Health and Child Welfare now 
operate three Child Welfare 
Clinics, one each at Bryn Mawr, 
Ardmore and West Manayunk. 

Twenty-five hundred and sixty- 
two children attended 224 clinics 
held during the year, of these only 
84 children were referred to hos- 
pitals and other agencies. 

This Committee feels that the 
remarkable increase in its work 
is due to the foresight and broad 
vision of the superivsor of the 
clinics, who stands always ready 
to co-operate with the various 
organizations working along the 
same line, to the untiring service 
of the corps of volunteers faith- 
fully assisting at each clinic, and 
so accomplishes the splendid 
work of keeping the well baby 
well. 

The Motor Service of the 
Transportation Department has 
rendered valuable assistance in 
the conduct of the Child Welfare 
Clinics by carrying in the ambu- 
lance, those who could not other- 
wise reach the clinics with regu- 
larity. 

Aside from this work, the am- 
bulance has done service at the 
Tuberculosis Clinics and on spe- 
cial calls, and during the year 
carried 1627 passengers. 

Ten assistant drivers aided the 
chairman of this committee, to 
whom for her faithful and untir- 
ing service in the call to duty, too 
much credit can not be given. 

The Home Service Section has 
continued its active work for the 
men of our army and navy and 
their families who have needed 
advice or assistance. 

The year started with 15 men 
or their families under care, and 
ended with 12 such men on the 
active list. During the year there 
were .'SO applications, so that in 
all 45 service men and their fami- 
lies received help ; S8fi was given 
out in loans and gifts. Two of 
these men are still in the serv- 
ice ; seven, although discharged, 
are uninjured, the other 21 cases 
are those of men killed or injured 
in the great war. In the midst of 
our peace-time activities, our duty 
to these soldiers and sailors and 
their dependents is still of first 
importance. 

A more generous government 
policy towards men suffering 
from tuberculosis and nervous 
and mental disorders has result- 
ed in increased work to help such 
men secure the compensation 
and medical care due them under 
the new act. M'anv also have ap- 
plied for help in filling out appli- 
cations for adjusted compensa- 



tion, commonly known as the 
"bonus." 

The work has been carried on 
with the help of three volunteers 
(one of them an Occupational 
Therapist), who have given 
about 1300 hours of volunteer 
service; and a part time trained 
visitor and a part time steno- 
grapher, both shared with the 
Federation of Churches. Through 
this co-operation, it has been pos- 
sible to give adequate attention to 
the complicated and serious needs 
of these people, who in the years 
just passed, have given and suf- 
fered so much for us all.

SHOP EARLY 

Is Message to Be Carried by Trolleys 
and Electric Roads. 

Christmas is a happy time for 
nearly everybody except the clerks 
in the stores and the men who run 
the street cars. It would be a happy- 
time for them if the public were 
more considerate and did its shop- 
ping early. 

Last year the American Electric 
Railway Association initiated a 
"Shop -More -from -Ten -to-Four" 
movement that spread over the en- 
tire country and which had such 
good results that this year in prac- 
tically every city where there is a 
street car line, merchants are co- 
operating to get the public to shop in 
less crowded hours. 

In a week or so large posters will 
appear in street car windows and in 
windows of merchants advising the 
public to- "Shop More from io to 
4 and You'll Avoid the Crowds." 
In addition to the posters, window- 
cards and stickers, the electric rail- 
ways are prepared to furnish the 
merchants with matrices to use in 
their newspaper advertisements, also 
bearing this design. 

So far as the railways are con- 
cerned, the purpose of this campaign 
is to eliminate the overwhelming 
crush in the cars during the hours 
when factory employees and other 
workers are returning to their 
homes.

ough limits. Were this done, it 
would have an immediate and dras- 
tic effect upon the insurance rates 
of those homes in the unprotected 
zone, for the Underwriters do not 
consider Bala-Cynwvd an efficient 
company to protect .South Merion — 
not because they are not good fire- 
lighters, but because of the distance 
from the territory. 

An example of the danger in 
not having a clear understanding 
occurred last year when, at a fire 
in some trees near Green Hill 
I "arms, four companies responded. 
There was a grand mix-up and 
Narberth was linally left to put 
out the blaze. 

Such incidents — and many have 
occurred — have precipitated the 
present situation. The borough's 
attitude was defined by Burgess 
Carl B. Metzger this week, when 
lie said. "Narberth has a fire com- 
pany and has offered it to Lower 
Merion to protect any part of the 
township the commissioners de- 
sire. The commissioners think it 
verv advisable to accept Nar- 
berth's offer and at their next 
meeting are expected to pass reso- 
lutions defining the district Nar- 
berth is to protect on the first 
alarm. This will probably be the 
district that Narberth has been 
protecting unofficially for a num- 
ber of years. 

"The services of our company 
are offered free of charge. We 
have not asked the commissioners 
for a cent in return.. When the 
territory is defined, however, Nar- 
berth will solicit funds to pay for 
new apparatus in this territory. 

"We have said to the township, 
'This is a free offer. If you do 
not want it. say so. If you want 
it, how much shall we cover.' - '"
